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OUR COUSIN ELIZABETH 
Frank B. Woodford 


Not long ago, when the announcement was made of Princess Elizabeth's engagement, 
the Royal College of Heralds, or somebody got busy, and to assure a favorable American press 
disclosed that Miss Windsor's ancestors were related to the families of George Washington 
and Robert E. Lee. 

That's all right with us, but it was kind of snooty of the heralds to leave out a 
lot of other Americans - an awful lot them, in fact - who also can claim distant kinship if 
they want to, with Britian's royal family. 

Actually, every person in the world of English ancestry is related if you go back 
a few generations, and that doesn't mean all the way to Adam either. 

Genealogists say that everyone with English blood is related since the time of 
William the Conqueror. 

As for the Americans of English descent, the figures almost speak for themselves. 
Just trace your ancestral lines back to the time of the Mayflower and see how many grand- 
fathers you've got. 


For example, the descendants of William Brewster who came over on the Mayflower 
are numerous in this country. Brewster is about fourteen generations removed from his pres- 
ent grandchildren. Yet anyone living today who claims Brewster as an ancestor had, four- 
teen generations ago, a grand total of 32,768 grandparents, all living at about the same 
time. And for each generation that you go back beyond that, just double the number. 

England in Brewster's time, wasn't a very big country. Probably the population 
didn't exceed 2,500,00. So the 32,768 grandfathers and grandmothers in the commnity, added 


to the uncles, aunts and cousins, must have comprised a pretty good slice of the English 
population. 

If there still is any doubt, just go back about 500 years or 20 generations, and 
you had more than 2,000,000 contemporary ancestors. 

And at least one of them must have been related to the ancestors of Blizabeth, be- 
cause she had approximately 2,000,000 of them kicking around at the same time in a country 
that didn't have much more population than that. 


This brings up the old gag that if everybody who claims to be descended from a 
Mayflower passenger really was, it would have had to be a mighty big boat. 

Figure that one out. There were eighty-four potential families on the Mayflower - 
fourteen generations ago. 

If each of those sighty-four families had three children and each child had three 
children (a conservative figure up to fifty years ago) during those fourteen generations, do 
you realize how many descendants that would be today? 

Only 401,769,396. 

That there aren't that many is due, among other reasons, to the fact that in trac- 
ing a family that far back, there are bound to be intermarriages of cousins with a merging 
of ancestral lines which reduces the total number of ancestors. 


Anyway did you send Cousin Elizabeth a wedding present?

REPORT OF MEETINGS 
Haviland F. Reves 


Frank B. Woodford of the Detroit Free Press, author of the just published "Lewis 
Cass, the Last of the Jeffersonians", (and 35 years ago in the same BB gun regiment with our 
program chairman, David Page), told the December meeting, "Part of the genealorist's task 
must be in the fields of economics and sociology -- Why did they migrate?" Cass' own story 
he suggested, paralleled that of many Liichigan families. Cass was born in 1782 in ixeter, 
N.H., son of a Revolutionary veteran who took a large land grant near Zanesville, Ohio. He 
was a colonel under Hull when the latter surrendered Detroit to the British in 1812. Presi- 
dent Madison appointed him Governor of liichigan Territory in 1813 and he served 18 years, 
the longest period for any state or territorial governor in history. Woodford told in de- 
tail of the 1820 expedition (which, Cass assured Sec. of War John Calhoun, would require no 
additional government appropriation) inspired by legends of plaster-of-paris (gypsum) islands 
in the upper lakes, rivers full of pure copper boulders, and the unknown source of the Lissis- 
Sippi, which the British believed to be in Canada, entitling them to claim free rights of 
navigation the length of the great river. Sixty-four men, several later well-known, like 
Henry R. S. Schoolcraft, made the great canoe voayage, one of the number often reading aloud 
from Cass’ library and the group holding prolonged literary discussions around the campfires 
at night. At the Soo they had a difficult and momentous council with Indian chiefs, success- 
ful only when Cass entered the Indian encampment and single-handed tore down the Union Jack 
which had been raised in defiance. At Ontonagon an Indian guide succeeded in getting the 
portly governor lost in his own wood. Not quite reaching the true source of the liississippi, 
they saw the last buffalo ever reported east of that river. Cass became the foremost author- 
ity on Indian affairs, negotiated over 80 Indian treaties, not only made but wrote history, 
and furnished the basic material for “Hiawatha” and Parkman's "Conspiracy of Pontiac" and 
"The Oregon Trail." Later as Secretary of State, he resigned in protest when President Bu- 
chanan persisted in the indecisive policy on Fort Sumter which precipitated the Civil War. 


David P. Botsford, curator of the Fort lialden liuseum at Amherstburg, Ontario, speak- 
er at the January meeting, gave the history of families of Zssex Co. Ont., which has become 
a true "melting pot". Reminding the audience that this part of Canada lies south from De- 
troit, he catalogued in summary many of the names of the various racial strains, reflecting 
North American history. Part of Essex County, and all of liichigan - as far west as British 
territorial claims ran - were once in Kent Co. Settlement of the present Canadain shore of 
the Detroit River was delayed until 1747, although an Indian mission somewhere to the south 
of Lake St. Clair had been established a century earlier. The settlement of this area was 
in large measure a movement from the older settlements at Detroit, with the younger people 
marrying and moving over to the "Misery Side," while the old folks stayed in Detroit. Mis- 
sions at Amherstburg and Sandwich were important in determining the pattern of settlement. 
The French families, whose older members had frequently come from the Quebec area, have an- 
cestral lines going far back on this continent. Within 30 miles of Detroit today, are 
30,000 French-speaking citizens. 

The United Empire Loyalists made up the next major wave of immigration. In 1784, 
masters of vessels on Lake Erie were required to furnish free transportation to Loyalists 
bound for the area. Detroit, in British hands until 1796, remained the seat of government, 
and settlement of this period was directed from here. The speaker pointed out that this and 
other western territory was held as hostage until that date, for fulfillment by the original 
States of fiscal obligations and such matters as restoration of civil rights due under the 
treaty concluding the Revolutionary War. Loyalists were finally given until 1798 to establish 
their land grants, largely in the territory eastward from the mouth of the Detroit River. 

A large immigration of Irish came into this area in the mid-nineteenth century. Ear- 
lier came the slaves escaping from the South with their familes, at the end of the Under- 
ground Railroad. They became a majority in some townships although the total probably never 
exceeded several hundred. iany of the descendants have returned to the United States. 





THE IDENTITY OF SARAH, SECOND WIFE OF JOHN ADAMS 
of FRAMINGHALI, SUDBURY and WORCESTER, LASS.

J. Gardner Bartlett in his book "Henry Adams of Somersetshire, England, and Braintree, 
Wass.; His English Ancestors and Some of his Descendants, 1927," shows that John Adams (3) 
(John(<), Henry(1)), was born May 1, 1655, Cambridge, liass.; married Hannah Bent in Sudbury 
on Feb. 26, 1681; and that they had children, John, Daniel, Hannah and Charles born in Sud- 
bury prior to 1691. This John Adams settled in that part of Sudbury which in 1700 became a 
part of Framingham, but as late as 1729, was again residing in Sudbury. Bartlett's book 
does not show what became of either John Adams or his wife Hannah. 

Recently I discovered that this John Adams had moved to iJorcester, Ifass. and died there 
between liay 7, 1733 and Feb. 4, 1735-6. His original will, dated Warch 23, 1732, on file in 
Worcester Probate Registry, reveals that he left a wife, Sarah, eldest son John of Framing- 
ham, sons Charles and ‘thomas of Worcester and daughters, Mary Parmenter, Hannah Holden and 
Rebecca Parmenter. A close study of the records, particularly the land records, shows quite 
clearly the various residences, neighbors, children of John Adams and the probable identity 
of his second wife, Sarah. 

On Jan. 12, 1685, John Adams of Sudbury, husbandman, and wife Hannah sold to Joseph 
Freeman one-half of 130 acres in the last Two wile Grant in Sudbury, which land had formerly 
been granted by the town to Hannah's grandfather, John Bent. The following June 5, John 
Adams bought 200 acres in "Natick bounds" in what is now Framingham. Here he built a house 
and was called "a Sudbury Outdweller." In 1699, he signed a petition, now on file in Mass- 
achusetts Archives, in which "Sundry Inhabitants dwelling at the Farms near Sudbury (having 
been at a great charge in building a meeting house there for public worship of God, and sup- 
porting of the minister of said town) ---," objected to being annexed to Framingham. At the 
second town meeting in Framingham, held March 3, 1701, John Adams was elected one of seven 
selectmen. 

Before Nov- 8, 1703, John Adams had purchased of Jonas Rice land in Sudbury Pine Plain 
on the east side of Sudbury River as shown by a deed of that date from Widow liary Rice to 
her son Elisha. John and Sarah Adams had a son Thomas born in Sudbury on Oct. 21, 1706 and 
on Feb. 12, 1707, John Adams of Sudbury and wife Sarah sold 23 acres of upland, meadow, 
swamp and pasture on the west side of Sudbury River, which was a second division of land 
laid out on the rights of thomas White, an original proprietor of Sudbury. Jonas Rice had 
acquired those rights from his mother, Widow Mary Rice on Oct. 5, 1702. Jonas may have 
sold the Thomas White rights to John Adams at the time of the sale of the land in Pine Plain 
but the deed or deeds were not recorded. Other deeds show that John Adam's house in Sudbury 
was located adjacent to the house of Widow Mary Rice and at least one of her sons. This 
would seem to indicate a close relationship with the Rice's. 

Thomas Rice and his wife, lary King, had a daughter Sarah born Jan. 15, 1662 in Sudbury. 
Thomas Rice died in 1681 leaving property to his widow for the care of several minor chil- 
dren. In her will, dated iiay 20, 1709, Mary Rice of Sudbury, widow of Thomas Rice, bequeath- 
ed 10 pounds and one-fourth of her household stuff to her daughter, Sarah Adams. In his 
History of Framingham, 1847, William Barry states that Sarah, daughter of Thomas Rice, "mar- 
ried (JohN) Adams." From these above facts it is very apparent that Sarah, the second wife 
of John Adams, was Sarah Rice, daughter of Thomas Rice and wife Mary King. 

On March 6, 1722-3, John and Sarah Adams gave to their son Charles, 18 acres of meadow 
in Pine Plain east of the Sudbury River and 3 acres adjoining the § acres owned by Charles 
near Blisha Rice’s dam and one half of 22% acres laid out in the right of Thomas White. The 
same day John gave to his youngest son Thomas, his dwelling house and nine acres of upland 
on the east side of the river, also a barn and 5 acres lying across the highway from the 
house, and the other half of the 22% acres, also 8 or 9 acres of meadow in Sudbury lying 
near the Weston line and 18 acres of upland adjoining the meadow and all of the quick-stock,

husbandry utensils and moveables indoors and outdoors, reserving to himself and wife Sarah, 
the use and improvements during their natural lives, son Thomas to pay the funeral charges. 

On June 15, 1728, the General Court granted land to the officers and soldiers who were 
engaged in the "Narraganset Fight or Expedition-" John Adams "being one of the soldiers" 
drew lot No. 84 in what is now Westminster, Mass. He sold his rights in this lot to Thomas 
Upham of Weston on Jan. 4, 1729-30 and acknowledged the deed in Weston on April 3, 1730. 

His son Aaron settled in Worcester and on Jan. 11, 1729-30 bought 1} acres near his dwelling 
house. Aaron died before tiarch 19, 1730-1, when John Adams of Framingham and Joseph Par- 
menter and wife Mary, Daniel Parmenter and wife Rebecca of Sudbury, quit-claim to Thomas 
Adams of Sudbury "all rights in housing and lands in Worcester, which our brother Aaron 
Adams died seized of." John Adams, Joseph Parmenter and wife Wary and Daniel Parmenter ac- 
knowledged the deed on Sept. 1, 1736. Rebecca Parmenter having died previously, her signa- 
ture was acknowledged by one of the witnesses to the deed. 

The father, mother and sons Charles and Thomas soon moved to Worcester where John and 
Thomas, on May 7, 1733, sold 32 acres of land from the westerly part of the farm formerly be- 
longing to Aaron Adams and, on April 2, 1734, Charles Adams and James Holden and wife Hannah, 
all of Worcester, quit-claim to their brother Thomas Adams all of their rights in the estate 
of their brother Aaron and particularly the 80 acres on which Thomas was then residing. 

Joh. Adams died in Worcester between Jan. 18, 1733-4 when he acknowledged the deed of 
Uay 7, 1733, and Feb. 4, 1735-6, when his will was proved. The History of Marlboro states 
that Sarah Rice married ----Adams and died at the age of eighty years.

Private Capt. Lemuel Pomeroy's co., Col. John Dickerson's reg't.; enlisted 
Sept. 20, 1777; service, 30 days, under Col. Ezra lay on EXPEDITION to Sara- 
toga including travel(112 miles)home; also Capt. Ebenezer Sheldon's (7th) co. 
of volunteers, 2nd Hampshire Co. Reg't., service against the insurgents at 
Northampton, June 15, 16, 17, 1782, 3 days, - also Capt. Sheldon's (7th) co., 
2d. Hampshire Co. reg't., service, 2 days; company ordered to Springfield to 
protect the sitting of the Supreme Judicial Court, Sept. 28, 1784." 
Zophar Searle was fond of horseback riding and usually came into town upon a "small 
Switch-tail mare."

I Zophar Searl of Southampton in the County of Hampshire & Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, Yeoman, being advanced in years, but of sound mind and memory, blessed be Almighty 
God for the same, do this eleventh day of July A.D. 1816 make and publish this my last 
will & testament, as follows, viz. First I give & bequeath to my daughter Anna, wife of 
Eliezir Coleman & to my daughter Zilpah wife of Nathaniel E. Searl, each the sum of twen- 
ty dollars to be paid them within one year after my decease. 

To my grand daughter Esther Almira Sheldon I give & bequeath the sum of fifty dollars 
to be paid when she arrives at the age of twenty one years. 

To the other children of my late daughter Asenath Sheldon, deceased, or the survivors 
of them I give & bequeath the sum of ten dollars. 

To my granddaughters Rachel and Rowena Searl daughters of my late son Zenas Searl de- 
ceased I give & bequeath the sum of three hundred dollars each, to be paid them respec- 
tively when they arrive at the age of twenty one years, which legacies are to be paid by 
their brother Zenas on condition of their giving him quitclaim deeds of all their right 
and interest in the estate of their late father - I also bequeath to the said Rachel & 
Rowena or either of them, so long as they shall respectively remain unmarried, the use of 
the South front room of the dwelling house, in which their late father lived, also the 
use of so much of the cellar & kitchen, in common with their brother, as may be necessary 
for them - Their sister Achsa, now wife of Edward Clark, having received at her marriage 
the sum of three hundred dollars, I add nothing more. 

To Rachel Parsons, wife of Isaac Parsons, lately the widow of my son aforesaid, I be- 
queath in case she shall hereafter become a widow, the use of one third part of the dwell- 
ing house aforesaid, so long as she may continue a widow & occupy it herself. 

To my grandson Zenas Searl I give and divise to him, his heirs & assigns forever the 
farm on which he now lives in Chester being the same which I bought of John Blair, on the 
condition aforesaid. The dwelling house on said farm to be subject to the foregoing uses 
of his sisters & mother until their terms therein shall respectively expire. 

To my son Zophar Searl Jr. I give and devise to him, his heirs & assigns forever, the 
farm on which he now lives three acres of land in Alder Meadow, so called, which I bought 
of Paul Sheldon, and ten acres from the east end of a lot of land which I own in Norwich, 
which lot was conveyed to me by Robert Breck Esq. 

To my son Israel Searl I give and devise to him & his heirs & assigns forever the 
farm on which he lives, which was conveyed to me in two deeds, one for one hundred five ee 
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acres & the other for three acres. 


= To my son Joel Searl I give and devise to him, his heirs & assigns forever the farm on 
which he now lives, IN Norwich being the same which I bought of Solomon Lyman. 
To my son Clark Searl I give & devise to him, his heirs and assigns forever, 
on which he lives in Norwich, which was conveyed to me by Nathaniel 5. Searl. 
To my son Bela Searl I give & devise to him, his heirs & assigns forever, the farm on 
which he lives in Norwich, being the one I bought of James Liorton.

And I further bequeath to my granddaughters Rachel & Rowena aforesaid as long as they 
respectively remain unmarried, the use of so much of the easterly part of the Barn now 
occupied by their brother Zenas, as will be sufficient for storing fodder for each of 
them a horse & cow & stabling for the said horses & cows - 

And all the rest, residue & remainder of my estate whether real or personal I give 
and devise the same to my son Cornelius Searl, to him, his heirs & assigns forever, on 
the condition of his paying all my just debts, funeral charges & the expence of settling 
my estate 

And I hereby constitute & appoint my sons Zophar & Cornelius to be executors of this 
my last will and testament. 

CODICIL 

Whereas in my said last will & testament I have devised to my son Zophar Searl 
Jun certain real estate to him his heirs & assigns, I hereby revoke said devise - And I 
hereby bequeath to said Zophar Searl Jun the use and improvement of said real 
during his natural life - And I hereby give and devise the whole of said real 
the children of said Zophar Searl Jr. to them their heirs & assigns forever - subject to 
the life estate of their father as aforesaid. (dated 7 Mar. 1817) 
Will proved 12 Nov. 1841.

ELIAS GERARD, 
Seven sons of his "numerous family" 
and Descendants 
Compiled by Eleanor Gerard Russell

we return now to Elias Gerard, our ancestor. The William Gerard iiemorial states that he 
was born on Long Island, but does not identify the particular Long Island. The supposition 
is that the family may have come from Long Island, N.Y. down through New Jersey or Pennsyl- 
vania into Virginia. There were Gerards on Long Island, N.Y. in the 1750s, notably ar 
Isaac Gerard, who was in Boston in 1686. But there are no records to be found supporting 
the birth of Elias Gerard or the prescence of a Gerard family on Long Island earlier. A 
search of early colonial records does reveal however, a Boston Garett (Gerard) family with 
New York connections, that bore the familiar Gerard given names and contains an Elias of 
the same age as our ancestor. ihis may have been the ascendant family of our Hlias Gerard. 
these family records are given here, merely to point out a possibility without certainty or 
proof of connection.

For further information on this family, we refer to various accounts of Elias Neau. He was 
a well know French Huguenot, who emigrated first to Boston about 1685 where he remained 
about six years and then moved to New York. An account of his life is given in "“Hugenot 
Society of America Proceedings," Vol. III, PartII, May 12, 1896 - Apr. 13, 1902, pp. 103-16. 
In his will, dated Aug. 15, 1722, proved Sept. 17, 1722, he mentions his sisters and other 
relatives, as follows: "To the children of my sister Susanah, wife of John Girote of Boston, 
L300; to the children of my sister, Rachel, wife of John Petell of Boston L300; to Rachel 
daughter of my sister, Susanah Girote, and to Susanah, daughter of my sister, Rachel Petell, 
each L30, and to her son Elias Girote, L40...." This will is found in "New York Historical 
Society Collection," 1893, pp. 254-255. 


The earliest certain record to be found concerning our Elias Gerard is the letter from 
Major James Livingston to Col. Henry Bouquet from Fort Cumberland (Md.), dated Aug. 1, 1763. 
Undoubtedly Elias Gerard was at that time a resident of Frederick Co. Virginia, which county 
was just across the Potomac from Ft. Cumberland. The major wrote: 

"je have mustered up 14 of the best men in this Place besides Capt. 

Barrett. One Richardson, a good woodsman has left a Wife and Eight 

children and one Elias Jarrett a Wife and Six children which I pro- 

mised to take care of until you arrive at Ft. Pitt. Capt. Field I 





expect this day, he informed me when he came from Bedford, that 
they these Scouts were to have double Rations, if so, those that 
have families here, purpose to draw but one, as their Families 
must draw here. 

“My Garrison is excessive weak, as to able-bodied men have 
left but few, as the 15 gone to you were the Choice of the whole." 

The story of Col. Bouquet's successful campaign is well-known. Presumably Blias Jar- 
rett (Gerard) performed well his duty as "choice of the Garrison" sent to help and guide 
the expedition. On August ye 5th, 1764, Capt. Lem! Barrett reported to Henery Buquat esqr., 
Commander, “A true list of things lost in ye Battel of Coll. Buquate att Bushey Run fur- 
nished on my one Expenes when I marched with my men from Ft. Cumberland." Elias Jared (Ge- 
rard) lost a "Blancit" valued at 15 shillings. However Elias Gerard lost a great deal more 
than the blanket furnished at Capt. Barrett's own expense. This we ascertain from the 
Journal of the House of Burgesses of Virginia on March 16, 1767.

Jones, Nicholas Wilfon Curle; and that a Bridge may be built over Back River. 

A Petition of Elias Gerrard, fetting forth, That he was one of 13 Volunteers, who 
joined Col® Bouquet when he forced a Paffage to the Relief of Fort Pstt, and received a 
Wound in the Shoulder, which has rendered him incapable of fupporting a numerous 
Family; and praying the Relief of this Houfe. 

Ordered, That the faid Petition be referred to the Committee of Claims; that they 
examine into the Allegations thereof, and report their Opinion thereupon to the Houfe. 





His Honour likewife gave his Affent to the following Refolves, 

1. That Elias Gerrard ought to be allowed the Sum of £ 20 for his prefent Relief, and the 
further Sum of £ 12 per Annum during Life, as a Recompence for the Wound he received 
in the Service of the Country. 

2. For allowing Con{tant Woodfon the Sum of £ 100 for the Purpofes therein mentioned. 

And then his Honour was pleafed to prorogue the Affembly to the laft Thurfday 
in July next. 
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Although this record states simply that Blias Gerard was one of 13 volunteers with Col. 
bouquet, and received a wound in the shoulder which rendered him incapable of supporting 
his family, we know from the William Gerard ilemorial that Blias was wounded at the instant 
of pulling the trigger on his sixth victim "all of which stood and fell within a few rods 
of him. The ball passed through his shoulder, the breech of his gun and through between his 
jaws carrying away four of his teeth, severing his tongue almost in two." It was undoubt- 
edly these terrible wounds as well as his bravery that caused the House of Burgesses to 
look with favor on his plea for recompense and relief. Evidently Elias Gerard was at this 
time still a resident of Frederick Co. Virginia. 

Elias Gerard received this 12 pound allowance yearly until 1787, as we know from a 
petition filed after his death by his son John. A claim for his estate for the amount due 
up until the date of death on Dec. 31, 1797 was approved and paid by the state of Virginia. 
(Virginia State Archives) 

According to the Wm Gerard Memorial, Elias Gerard was one of the first to settle over 
the Monongehela in what is now Green Co., Pa. It is not known when he made this settlement. 
However on the fly leaf of the Goshen baptist Church Book, which was started in 1769, there 
is a list, said to be of the Van Metres, (founders of this church), and their in-laws. On 
this list is Elias Gerard and wife. Others belonging to this church were John Gerard, Rev. 
John Corbely and Jonah Gerard, whose plantation was the site of “Gerard's Fort", a place 
of importance in the Indian troubles that preceded and continued throughout the Revolution. 
Elias Gerard was named as ruling eler of this church in 1774. Other records in the 2.o0ok 
pertain to John Gerard and his wife, Rachel and William Gerard. It was from Goshen Baptist 
Church that Elias Gerard and wife were dismissed by letter February 14, 1789. 

Another early church of the region was Great Bethel baptist Church, organized at old 
Fort Redstone in 1770. ihe ureat Bethel Baptist Church is now located in Uniontown, Pa. 
and a copy of the old record remains there available to the searcher for early settlers in 
Western Pennsylvania. In it are items pertaining to Jonah Gerard and his wife Chloe (Frazee) 
Gerard as well as the baptismal record of Benjamin Gerard and Hannah Gerard. Both the 
Goshen Baptist and the Great Bethel Baptist Church were members of the Redstone Association 
of Baptist Churches west of the Alleghanies. 

It is impossible to tell exactly the location of Elias Gerard's residence beyond the 
Monongahela. In 1781, when the area became Washington Co., Pa. he appears on the tax lists 
as of Cumberland Township with 300 A. of land, 3 horses, 4 cattle and 3 sheep, valued at 
218 pounds. Listed in this same township were John Garitt and Justice Garitt. (Pa. Archives, 
3rd Series, Vol. 22, p- 722.) 

There is a record (Transylvania Magazine) of land being settled on the little Kanawha 
River in Virginia by Blias Gerard prior to 1775 and William Gerard prior to 1778. Wheth- 
er this was our Blias Gerard or not, we do not know. If so, he did not remain long in that 
place. In fact it would seem that he was not long at home any place. He was the typical 
backwoodsman of the Virgina, Pennsylvania frontier always pushing further west into the 
Indian lands, and in consequence open to the retaliating raids of the resentful Indian. 
Lord Dunmore, Governor of Virginia might well have had the Gerards in mind when he 
reported to the colonial secretary in London: "They acquire no attachment to place, but 
wandering about seems engrafted in their nature; and it is a weakness incident to it, that 
they should forever imagine the Lands further off, are Still better than those upon which 
they are already settled." The frontiers man was always ready to fight for his right to 
go on forever west. Elias and his son loses both fought through the Indian War called Lord 
Dunmore's War and were paid off at Fort Pitt in 1774. 

According to the William Gerard Memorial, Elias Gerard joined the Continental Army and 
was at Quebec in 1775, returning home in the spring of 1776. In the spring of 1777... there 
was a loud call by the Continental Congress, for every patriot and lover of liberty to turn 
out, and defend his country. "I heard, I obeyed the call. I called my family together, 
to told them of my intentions -- then knelt in fervent prayer to Almighty God for the 
future protection of my family, and the cause of my country and with my sons William and 
Moses crossed the Allegany mountains, and joined the American Army-" By his own account 
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he was in the battles of Brandywine and Germantown and the "taking of Cornwallis." We have 
been unable to establish documentary proof of the Revolutionary service of Elias Gerard 
except as set forth in the William Gerard liemorial, which in the words of the memorialist, 
was taken “principly from the memoirs left us by our relatives." These Gerard narratives 
were written many, many years after the war of the Revolution, and even the best of 
memories are faulty as to what happened forty or fifty years ago. To further complicate 
matters, the Gerard Memorialists, Reece, Rachel Blue and William Gerard, had two grand- 
fathers by the name of Gerard, since their mother was also Elizabeth Gerard, daughter of 
William. On the other hand the government records of soldiers, who fought in the Revolution 
are not complete. liiost of the service was hastily and almost informally organized and there 
4s still much confusion as to the records of those who served in the Continental Armies and 
those who served in the state and frontier services, particularly in Pennsylvania. 

By the end of 1782, Elias Gerard had lost three of his sons. Eli had been killed by 
Indians in Kentucky as had Moses been massacred later, and Benjamin was killed in the Rev- 
olution. Was it not time to stop in peace and let the younger men take up the western trail? 
In 1785, Joseph Gerard, one of the younger sons made a scouting trip to the west and came 
back full of that wonderfully beautiful land that was to be Ohio. 

So in 1787, in the spring of the year, Elias, John and William Gerard, William and 
Benjamin Smalley, Flynn, Hand and some others left Gerard's Fort and floated up the lonoga- 
hela and then down the Ohio to the mouth of the Liiami River where they established a 
place called Gerard's Station. (William Gerard ilemorial) Joseph iartin tells of his ar- 
rival at Jarret's Station in 1790. In this story, he relates that they established the 
station at the second bend of the Lliami River, passing on the way up, the settlement of 
Samuel and Bridget Welch from New England. Joseph Liartin was a Pennsylvanian, who married 
Rebecca Gerard, perhaps a daughter of Elias, and had lived in the Redstone area of 
Pennsylvania but three years before coming with the Gerards to Ohio. He mentions among the 
party, Johm Jarret, Elias Jarret and Joseph Frazee. He says that Elias Gerard brought some 
hogs along fenced in one corner of the boat. They had but two boats and after they landed, 
"Joseph Frazee, the old gentleman, said to put something heavy in the boat so it would not 
float off." This they did only to find the boat sunk next morning and chests of clothes 
floating in the water. They built two rows of cabins that winter. (Draper liss., Wisconsin 
Historical Society) It would seem that there is some inconsistency in the stories as to 
the date on which the Gerards came to Ohio. The trip of 1790 may have been a second trip. 

In 1792, Joseph Gerard, went on his fateful mission to the Indian camp. Before he 
went, realizing the danger, he made his will, which was witnessed by Elias Gerard and ap- 
pointed Jesse Gerard and William Gerard executors. Some time in this period Elias became 
a member of the Duck Creek Saptist Church, the pioneer church of the region. And we suspect 
that he sat by the fireside and talked much of the days of his activity on the frontier to 
the little wide-eyed grandchildren. So impressive were these stories, that although the 
oldest was but twelve when Elias Gerard died, the children were able to recall in much 
detail the things “our granfather said." Elias Gerard died December 31, 1797 at Columbia, 
Hamilton Co., Territory Northwest of the river Ohio. 

Even the last years of Blias Gerard were dangerous years. Indians lurked in the forest 
around the little clearing. lien were unable to go alone into their cornfields to cultivate 
the crop, and the crops failed and the people were without food. But to these things, Elias 
had been accustomed all his life. Led continually westward by the dreams of better lands, 
he had never waited long enough to enjoy the fruition of his ventures. And time proved 
that the Ohio venture was the greatest of them all - for Gerard's Station became the great 
city of Cincinnati - The Queen City of the Ohio.

EPHRIAL® WARNER, born about 1780, the son of Daniel* Warner and lMartha (Case) ‘arner, 
was originally from Massachusetts (probably Granby) but became an early settler of Otselic, 
Chenango Co., N.Y. (R28) About 1808 Ephriam Warner married SALLY HILL (R15,28), daughter of 
Ebenezer and Sally (Ambler) Hill. Ebenezer Hill was born about 1756 and enlisted in the 
Revolutionary Army at Windham, Connecticut. (R29) His marriage to Sally Ambler occurred in 
1789 at Douglas, Worcester Co., liass., where it is recorded. The census of 1790 shows that 
Ebenezer Hill was still in Douglas at that time with one daughter (probably Sally). From 
New England Ebenezer Hill went to Syracuse or Salt Point (R28,29) and about 1800 he became 
the first settler of Otselic, New York. (R28) After Ephriam Warner's death, his widow mar 
ried Edwin House, with whom she moved to Indiana and there died. (R28) She is buried at 
Blountsville, Henry County, Indiana.

IDENTITY OF ANI CLEMENT, WIDOW OF BIDDLE REEVES4 
A Problem in New Jersey Genealogy 


Ann Clement, b. ilar. 7, 1776 (D122); d. Liay 7, 1804 (C115); married Nov. 12, 1759 
as his second wife, Biddle Reeves* (Thomas® John* Walter2); they had eleven children; Biddle 
Reeves died in 1789. (This was the Biddle Reeves who inherited the "Reeves Liansion" near 
Woodbury, N.J., built by his father in 1734.) 

Ann Clement Reeves is said to have married Liar. 17, 1608 (Woodbury Friends Lieeting) 
Wichael C. Fisher, who subsequently married tary Reeves» (Joseph* Thomas®), who was a niece 
of Biddle Reeves*. In this account, Ann Reeves's date of birth is given as Liarch 7, 1776, 
and her death as November 8 or November 24. iiichael and Ann Fisher had four ch 
D120, D122) 

It is the writer's present conclusion that the Ann Clement who married Lic 
Fisher and had four children by him could not have been the same one who was the 
Biddle Reeves, contrary to earlier views of researchers in the field. 


Discussion 
The svread of dates, in the first place, leads to the suggestion that two different Anns 
may be involved. Would Ann who m. Biddle Reeves in 1759, and was therefore presumably b. 
around 1740, have married in 1808 a man (liichael C. Fisher) born in 1772? Improbable but 
not impossible. 
The date of death of Ann Clement Reeves, wife of Biddle, is given as liay 7, 
years prior to her supposed marriage to Fisher. The source is the late H. 
an outstanding authority on Reeves family research and a man with a notable repute 
accuracy. His reference is "Samuel licksle's Diary as given in Old Gloucester Co. 
by Frank Stewart." 
There was the possibility that a daughter Ann, of Ann and Biddle Reeves, 
ved, but their daughter Ann is identified beyond doubt as the ancestress of th - 
Side of the family (in Woodbury, N.J., e.g-), and as the wife of Archibald Nc - Nor 
could Fisher have been her (the younger Ann's) first husband, since Lioffett lived until 
1824, and lMlichael Fisher survived until 1862. 
Dates of birth and death of Ann Clement, the widow of Biddle Reeves, were said to be un- 
known in 1905. ("Annals of Sinnott...Reeves...and Allied Families" by Kary &. Sinnott, 
Phila. 1905). This entry, in the most elcaveorate published work treating in detail of the 
Reeves family, leaves plenty of room for Speculation about dates, and indicates the ser- 
ious gap in certain knowledge on these points. 
The Fisher family record (Dl22, p. 4 from the late Sallie England of Woodbury, N.J.) 
states positively that an Ann Clement was the wife of liichael Fisher, and that she was 
born Mar. 7, 1776. This date is about right for the dates of Liichael Fisher, and of 
course would eliminate her as the one who married Biddle Reeves in 1759. 
Finally, even if the errors in the sources are compounded and inextricable -- it is un- 
likely that the Ann who was married to Biddle Reeves in 1759 and had eleven children 
would have married liichael Fisher in 1808 and had four more.
